A GLIB TONGUE 


Questioned by Mr. Macnamara,. 
she said that when first and second 
accused . took the middle cubicle, 
they had paid her a month’s rent in’ 
advance and when she made, the 
loans, no rent was due. . First ac- 
cused had a glib tongue and was 
continually putting her-off with the’ 
story that they.would have to sleep 
in the streets if they were poner 
out of the house.
